SOLDIERS BONUS BONDS. 

In recognition of the splendid services rendered by the Sol- 
diers and Sailors of our State in the late war with the German 
Empire, the Legislature at the Session of 1920, passed an act 
(Chapter 159, Laws of 1920), for the payment of a bonus to 
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each soldier and sailor or dependant thereof who served in said 
war. 

Pursuant to said act, $12,000,000.00 5% bonds of the State of 
New Jersey were issued during the year just closed and a Sinking 
Fund created for the purpose of paying the principal of the bonds 
as required by the act. 

STATE HIGHWAY EXTENSION BONDS. 

Pursuant to Chapter 352 of the Laws of 1920, bonds of the 
State of New Jersey were issued in the sum of $5,000,000.00, 
for the purpose of paying the cost of extending the system of 
State highways by the construction of bridges and tunnels for 
vehicular or other traffic across the Delaware and Hudson 
Rivers. A Sinking Fund was created as provided by this act and 
the condition of both this fund and the fund previously referred 
to are respectively shown by the statements of the balance sheet 
in the pages preceding. 

CERTIFICATES OF THE STATE ISSUED To THE COMMISSIONERS OP 
THE AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE. 

Pursuant to Chapter 417 of the Laws of 1895, certificates 
amounting to $116,000.00 were issued to the Commissioners of 
the Agricultural College. 

Under an act of Congress of the United States, approved July 
2, 1862, entitled "An act donating public lands to the several 
States and Territories which may provide colleges for the benefit 
of agriculture and the mechanic arts," there was invested for the 
benefit of the State Agricultural College the sum of $1 16,000.00 
in the war bonds of the State, being the proceeds from sales of 
land script. The war bonds have all matured and been paid. 
Owing to the inability of the Commissioners to invest the said 
sum of $116,000.00 conformably to the said act of Congress, 
which provides, "That all moneys derived from the sale of the 
lands aforesaid by the States to which the lands are apportioned, 
and from the sales of land script hereinbefore provided for, shall 
be invested in stocks of the United States, or of the States, or 
some other safe stocks, yielding not less than five per centum 
upon the par value of said stocks," the Legislature, at the session 
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of 1895, passed an act authorizing the Commissioners to transfer 
and pay over, as money shall be by them received, to the Sinking 
Fund of this State, and authorizing the State Treasurer and 
Comptroller to issue and deliver therefor to said Commissioners 
a certificate of this State to the effect that the State will pay to 
said Commissioners five per centum annually of the amount so 
paid into or transferred to the Sinking Fund. 

Under an act approved April 8, 1903, the Sinking Fund has 
been assigned and is now a part of the permanent School Fund 
of the State. 

The assets of the State Fund consist of 1,887 shares of stock 
of the United Railroad and Canal Company of New Jersey, the 
market value of which amounts to about $375,000.00.

RECEIPTS. 
State Taxes on Railroad and Canal Property. 

The total assessed valuation for the year 1921 of railroad and 
canal property of the State, for State uses, as reported to this 
office by the State Board of Taxes and Assessment, was $253,- 
760,650.00, and the amount of tax levied thereon by said Board, 
payable in the year 1921, for State uses, at the average rate of 
$3440 per $100.00 valuation, was $8,729,366.39. 

Owing to litigation on the part of various railroad corpora- 
tions, the tax was not paid in full, but in a majority of cases a 
payment made on account in conformity with an order of the 
Court, which fact accounts for the balance shown as remaining 
due and unpaid.

TRANSFER INHERITANCE TAX. 



In my reports for the years 1920 and 1921 I indicated that 
there would be a decrease in revenue from this source and I made 
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efforts to have the Legislature provide a remedy, but no favor- 
able action was taken. The decrease in revenue was due, for the 
most part, to the downward revision in the valuation of property 
and to the reduction in the valuation of estates by the allowance 
of the Federal Estate Tax as a deduction. This decrease in reve- 
nue plus the natural increase in the cost of government made 
necessary the passage of legislation having for its purpose an 
increase in revenue from this source. I, therefore, had prepared 
and introduced in the Legislature of 1922 a bill whereby exemp- 
tions in certain cases were eliminated and the tax rates increased. 
This bill was passed by the Legislature and approved by the Gov- 
ernor, the amendment to the act taking effect March nth, 1922. 

By reason of the fact that the discount feature was eliminated 
the payment of taxes assessed may be somewhat delayed and the 
receipts for the fiscal year may not show an actual increase. How- 
ever, it is certain that the amount of taxes to be assessed under 
the act as it now prevails will exceed the total amount heretofore 
assessed in any one year.

DISBURSEMENTS. 

The following payments were made during the year just closed, 
pursuant to the provisions of Chapter 137, Laws of 1921, and 
supplements; also Chapter 146, Laws of 1906; Chapter 341, 
Laws of 1913; Chapter 153, Laws of 1918; Chapters 235 and 
236, Laws of 1909, and supplements thereto.

The fourth and fifth columns show debit and credit 
transfers allowed under Chapters 15 and 49 of the Laws of 1916. 
The sixth column shows the net appropriation available for dis- 
bursement, and the seventh column the amount actually disbursed 
to June 30, 1922. The eighth column shows the amount carried 
forward on requisition at the close of the year, and the last col- 
umn the amounts lapsed. 

All contractual obligations of the past and previous years are 
included in the statement of outstanding requisitions. In the 
"Lapsed Column" is shown the total amount of "Lapses" for this 
and all previous years. The amounts in this column may be 
increased by the adjustment of outstanding obligations.

School Tax of 1921. 

The school tax of 192 1, levied in the year 1920 upon the tax- 
able property of $3,309,290,258.96, amounted to $9,100,548.21, 
less $100,000.00 appropriated from the State Fund for the pur- 
pose of reducing the tax, leaving the net amount of tax $9,000,- 
548.21. 

This amount was paid during the year just closed by the sev- 
eral counties in the State, and as soon as received ninety per 
centum of the amount paid by each county was repaid, and ten 
per centum, constituting the Reserve Fund, was distributed in 
accordance with the apportionment made by the State Board of 
Education.
